The  subject  of  pack  artillery  is  covered  in  this  short  number. 
Selections  have  been  made  from  the  book,  report,  and  periodical 
holdings  of  the  Morris  Swett  Library.  An  artibrarily  devised 
acronym  has  been  devised  for  the  periodical  articles. 

Pack  artillery  consists  of  weapons  light  enough  to  be  easily  trans¬ 
ported  by  animals  -  usually  horses  or  mules.  Weapons,  such  as  the 
75mm  howitzer,  are  disassembled  and  carried  into  mountains  or 
jungles  for  a  tactical  purpose.  Some  areas  of  the  world  still 
accomodate  this  method  of  pursuing  warfare.
